The Albany poatofTice has been 
besieged with so many inquiries 
concerning the sending of mail 
matter to the American soldiers 
in France that the Daily is again 
giving publicity to the orders rel­ 
ative to this class of mail recently 
promulgated by the 
postmaster 
general. 
Letters 
intended 
for 
United 
States soldiers in Europe should 
be carefully addressed and un­ 
der the name should appear the 
name of the company, regiment, 
and unit to which, the soldier is 
attached. No other address should 
be given except the words "Am­ 
erican Expeditionary Forces,” this 
precaution being taken to prevent 
the disclosure of the location of 
the American army in France. 
The postage rates on such lei­ 
sters to soldiers are the same as 
in the United States,

Cents will* carry a letter Off ordin­ 
ary size, but grest care must be 
taken that the proper amount of 
postage is affixed. 
Packages may be sent to 
the 
■ American soldiers in France at 
I the rate of 12 cents per pond. 
Magazines-may ,be sent with a 
one cent stamp in the little square 
in the* upper right hand corner. 
N o 'addressing or wrapping is re­ 
quired for magazines, which will 
be distributed to the soldiers who 
desire them. • Collier's and sev­ 
eral other well-known weekly and 
monthly magazines have begun 
to print the little squares on their 
title page covers.
